Prices Higher Now Than Ever 
Before, Except In Time 
of War. 



.New York, June 7. — It coata 
more to live in this, the month of 
June, 1912, than ever before In tbe 
hiatory of the United Stateat except 
perhapa during war time. Prices 
were high a year ago, but to-<lay 
they are on the average nearly ten 
per cent, hiulo r ai i (irdlng to trade 
authority iiuotalions. 

Food products are the highest on 
record. Meat, ena, 'butter, flab, 
coffee, tea. angar. anlt*' ■ofaaae*, 
rlee, benn* and peaa •Tortge twen- 
ty-two 4 per cent •■ bigbar: wheat, 
corn, oats, barley, flour; 9U.% thirty- 
three per cent, higher. 

Fruits are the only things good 
to eat that have grown cheaper dur- 
ing tbe last twelve months, but they 
are atiii higher than in 1910. Leath- 
er prodnota coat twolv* p*r cent, 
and ebamleala and druga thirteen 
per cent, more than a y*ar ago. 
Textile gooda, how*v«r; gr* • trifle 
cheaper. 

The Hverate Inciease in food prod- 
ucts is nearly twenty per cent., 
which myns that the housewife 
muat pay 46 to flU a market baakot 
tbat only ao*t koe |S to AH in Jnao, 
In otbcr .'worda. $1 will oalr 
buy flve-aixtbs as much aa it did a 
year ago. 

The bij;geBt advances have been 
in meat products; beef twenty-six 
per cent.; hog |)ruduct8 forty per 
cent., and mutton over fifty per 
cent.
